Japanese suspicions that British interest in 
the economic development of Hainan is associat- 
ed with an understanding - between Britain and 
China, whereby an important British naval base 


will be developed on the 


island, persist in spite of 


denials of any ulterior motive in British interest 


in the island.

The persistence of the rumours 
gives a glimpse of the nervous- 
ness with which Japan is awaiting 
Britain’s next move in the Far 
Enst—Britain’s counter to the 
Japanese refusal to renew naval 
treaties, which restricted gun 
calibres but, more important, 
which also had banned the exten- 
sion or improvement of nayal 
bases in the Pacific. 

The report has also- intrinsic 
significance in that it suggests a 
possible new British outpost, and 
ono which would greatly strong- 
then the Empiro’s position in the 
Far East;‘and suggests, at tho 
least, that the answer to the now 
conditions created by Japan will 
be to establish o now stronghold 
in on area whore Britain’s socur- 
ity depends upon the placing and 
the power of her fortresses. 


Distance Factor 

The pre-eminont factor in Bri- 
tish (and American) strategy in 
the Far East fs distance. Britain, 
and also the United States, have 
‘vital interests In an area which 
could not be reached by their 
main haval forces in less than 
two months, according to author- 
Once 
thore, these naval forces would be 
based on widoly-separated ports, 
none of which can be considered 
impregnable. 

In the same area Japan occupies 
a position that, from s military 
point of view,.prosents perhaps 
unique advantages. “It is doubt- 
ful,” wrote Captain W. H. Thring, 
who was chief of the Austraiian 
naval war staff in the Great War, 
“if we have ever exercised a more 
complete command in any impor- 
tant aren than Japan posacsses 
to-day in Far Eastern waters.” 
To emphasise the importance of 
the distance factor in these waters 
he added: “For our fleet to use 


| Singapore aa a base against this 


line of advance (Japan towards 
Australia) is much the same as 
using Portsmouth as the base for 
a fleet off the const of the United 
States.” 
Limited Radlus of Modern Ships 
Singapore is 3000 miles from 
the chlof harbours of Japan; yet 
a battleship can steam only about 
6000 milos at full power, a des- 
troyer only 900. Singapore Is 
1440 miles from Hong Kong; even 
cruisers, if they were forced by 
submarines and alrcraft to make 
the voyage at high speed, would 
be perilously short of fuel if they 
wore denicd access to Hong Kong 
at the end of such a journey.

oured costume jewellery. But 
many native ornaments are still 
worn, and this old eraft may re- 
eelve a new impetus with a 
change in native dreas. They 
wenr beautiful bracelets made 
from amall coconut shella carved 
in intricnte native designs, 
shark’a teeth aimilarly carved to 
be worn around the neck. They 
made earrings and other ornh: 
ments from the mother-of-pearl 
shell, scented necklace made 
from aeyments of pineapple, 
pandanua fruit, bits of sandal- 
wood, and native berries. 
Practically all the Polynestans 
painted their bodies years ago. 
In ancient Tahiti, the partici- 
punta in certain native customs 
were painted half red and half 
black.

Current notiona about the

harassed by tropical downpours 
as well as sun, should, have as 
few clothes as poasible. So they 
are slowly advocating a return 
on the part of the native woman 
to her old native wrap-around 
skirt.

PLANT ARRIVES 
IN MANILA 


To Produce Soon 


The dragline dredge ordered for 
the Mindanao Mining Company 
has arrived at the property and 
is now boing installed, it is learn- 
ed from the Manila office of Mara- 
man and Company, managers of 
the property. 

The plant is a combination of 
u land type dragtine excavator, 
working in conjunction with a 
floating washing plant, The drag- 
Mno excavates tho material from 
the flooded pit in which the wash- 
ing plant floats and acts more or 
less. in the same capacity as the 
front, or digging end of a stan- 
dard‘type clovator dredge. 

Tho washing plant on its pon- 
toon serves in the same cupacity 
us the after end of a standard 
elevator type dredge. 

The particularly attractive fen- 
ture of the plant is the very limit- 
ed amount of human labour re- 
quired for its operation. The drag- 
line itself requires but one man. 
The washing plant is attended by 
one man with a helper. The only 
othor additional labour is such as 
‘required for supervision and 
maintenance work. This results in 
an exceedingly low cost operation 
per yard of material handled. 

The order was placed with the 
Bucyrus-Eric, Company, through 
the Manila Machinery and Supply 
Company. 

Production is expected to start 
in the near future, and from 126,- 
000 to 160,000 cubic yards of 
gravel will be handled per month.

I PO, ono of China's greatest, 


pocts has also been ono of 
the most discussed. It might 
scem. superfluous, then, to add a 
few remarks to those of important 
Chinese and foreign contributors 
on the subject. But perhapa it 
will not be quite usoleas to try 
and disentanglo ourselves. from 
the mass of very contrary opinions 
expressed by these critics, 


Chinese poctry is the most in- 
tenso part of their liternturo; the 
difficulty of translating it {a not 
only the rendering of the regular 
Yhythmic effects of the original 
but of something which, like 
music, weaves its unities out of 
successive impressions of sound. 
And then, too, there {5 the difii- 
culty of assimilating a verbal 
medium which conalats of pictorial 4 
appeals to the eye. Chinese * 
poetry speaks at once with the 
vividness of painting and with the 
mobility of sounds. 


The first foreign translators of 
Li Po held him as the grentest 
Chinese poct, but their prolix ren- 
dering of the poems is not’ con- 
vineing.

The T’ang critics were full of 
praise, Inthe new Book of Tang, 
Sun Chi anys: “In‘the reign of the 
Emperor Wen Tsung, by imperial 
edict, Po in songs and odes, Pei 
Min in sword-dance, and Chang 
Hsu in cursive calligraphy were 
declared the Three Paragons.” 
The Sung critics did not regard 
him as highly. Wang An Shih 
says: “Li Po's style is swift, yet 
never careless; Hvely, yet never 
formal. But his intellectual out- 
look was low and sordid. In nine 
poems out of ten he deals with 
nothing but wine and women." 
Hu'Tzu: “The reason why vulgar 
con- 
genial is that it is casy to enjoy. 
His Intellectual outlook was 
mean.” 


Arthur Waley is harder still: 
“Li's reputation, like all success, 
js due partly to accident. After 
suffering a temporary eclipse dur-

These 
compilations devote an inordinate 
space to his works and he hus
